jous, have ſomething to plead by way of palliatives for

M. Vandille, was the moſt remarkable man in Paris, both 
acconnt of his immenſe riches, and his extreme avarice.

His uſual diet was bread and milk, and, for indul- 
nce, ſome poor ſour wine on Sunday, on which day he con- 
antly gave one farthing to the poor, being one ſhilling and a 
nny per annum, which he caft up, and, after his death, his 
tenſive Charity amounted to forty-three Milliags and ſour- 
ace. This economiſt had been a Magiſtrate or Officer, at 
oulogne, from which obſcurity he was promoted to Paris, 
r the reputation of his wealth, which he lent upon undeni- 
bl? ſecurity to the public funds, not caring to truſt individu- 
s with his life and ſoul. When he had a call to Paris, know- 
g that ſtage vehicles were expenſive, he determined to go 
ſoot; and, to avoid being robbed, he took care to take with 
m the conſiderable ſum of three pence ſterling to carry him 
zo miles. And, with the greater facility to execute his plan, 
» weat in the quality of a poor prieſt or mendicant. 
Wien he became extenfively rich, being in the year 1735 
orth ſeven or eight hundred thouſand pounds, which he be- 
It or multiplied on the body of a fingle ſhilling, from the 
ze of 16 to72. One day he heard a woodman going by in 
1mmer, at which ſeaſon they ſtock themſelves for winter; he 
ot only agreed with him at the loweſt rate poſſible, but ſtole 
om the poor man ſeveral logs, with which he loaded himſelf 
his ſecret hiding hole, and thus contracted in that hot ſea- 
0, a fever; he then ſent, for the firſt time for a ſurgeon to 
leed him, who, aſking him half a livre for the operation, was 
iſmiſſed; he then ſent for a poor barher, who undertook to 
pen a vein for three pence a time; but, ſays this economiſt, 
riend, how often will it be requifite to hleed ? Three times, 
ihe: And what quantity of hloo1 do you intend to take!

Euripides having preſerted Socrates with the writings off 
Herachtus, a philoſopher famed for obſcurity, enquired after-j 
wards his opinion of their mer t.
